Is Your Library 
Organized for Education ? 

THE American Library Association believes that 
every student from the elementary school 
through the university should learn to use and ap- 
preciate books and libraries, not only that he may 
study to advantage in school, but also that he may 
continue through adult life to benefit from the re- 
sources of libraries. 

To accomplish this there should be a supervisor of 
school libraries in every state and province, and a 
school librarian or supervisor for every school sys- 
tem — city, county, township or district. 

We therefore recommend as a minimum standard 

that there be at least one full-time school librarian 

for an enrollment of 1000 elementary and high 

school pupils.

Whether the school library supervisor or librarian 

shall be employed by school or library authorities, 

separately or jointly, is a matter to be determined 

by state or local conditions. 
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This resolution was adopted by the A.L.A. Council, 1922, and approved by the Library De- 
partment of the National Education Association.
